The American dollar closed In 
London at $4.79 in relation to the 
British pound, a drop of 7 3-4 cents. 
At the low price of the day, $4.82, 
the dollar was down more than ten 
centi. 
. The London Herald expressed 
the belief that foreign Interests 
were taking means to oppose the 
American 
president's 
monetary 
plan, hinting that the Bank of 
England and the Bank of France 
had joined to buy dollars, thus 
counteracting any sharp drop of 
the American currency abroad. 
French financial interests fore- 


saw danger to the-gold supply of 
the Bank of France. Paul Rey- 
naud, former 
finance 
minister, 


talked of a limited gold embargo, 
while one newspaper came out for 
a 
complete 
shutting off. The 


American dollar closed there at 
16.70 francs against 17.26 francs 
Saturday. This was a cent equiv- 
alent per franc of 5.9023 against 
5.78. 


Financial interests at Amsterdam

America, with a heavy dollar drop 
expected. While the price of gold 
was unchanged there, the American 
dollar went to 1.63 guilders from 
the week-end close of 1.681-2.

Sweeping three of four wards 


in comfortable fashion, the pro- 
posed amendment to the charter 
pf the city of Corsicana to enable 
the Board of Education to borrow 
sufficient monies to maintain ths 
schools on a cash basis until the 
tax paying period arrived was car- 
ried according to unofficial 
re- 
turns compiled after the close of 
the polls nt 6 o'clock Saturday 
evening. The total vote was 254 
with 199 in favor of the-change 
and 55 against. 


The election attracted the atten- 


tion of less than one-sixth of the 
voting strength of the city, and 
was defeated only in Ward One. 


Previously the city charter had 
limited the borrowings of the board 
of educvation to $20,000. The new 
amendment eliminates the specific 
amount and substitutes '"In ac- 
cordance with the laws of the state 
of Texas," making it possible for 
the board to issue negotiable notes 
for such amounts as may be ac- 
tually needed for the operation of 
the schools on a cash basts school 
officials have pointed out. 
The old charter was adopted in 
1917 and has remained virtually 
unchanged since 'that time.

Lacking details as to the man- 


ner in which the new plan will 
be administered, financial quarters 
were hesitant, for it was felt that 
any aggressive depreciation of tho 
dollar, or a large drain upon the 
gold supplies in London or Paris, 
might lead to disturbing retali- 
atory steps abroad. 


The stock 
market bulged up 


about $1 to $3 a share In lead- 
Ing Issues In the first few min- 
utes of trading, then slid back, 
with virtually all of the advance 
having been lost by midday save 
in the mining Issues. The market 
turned very dull. 


The wheat market at Chicago 
pushed up as much as 2 cents 
a bushel, then lost roughly half 
its gain, while other grains, save 
rye, dipped a little under Sat- 
urday's final prices. Cotton futures 
at New York registered an ad- 
vance of around 75 cents a bale, 
then likewise approximately halv- 
ed Its advance. 


The dollar dropped rather sharp- 


ly against foreign currencies in 
the early dealings here, then held 
about 
unchanged, with sterling 


around $4.79, up a little more than 
6 points.

A republi- 
can, just on the edge of socialism,

While these developments were 
taking place, the administration 
went forward with its plans for 
buying gold abroad, a decision 
reached at a conference of the na- 
tion's fiscal officers yesterday at 
the white house. 


By these purchases, Mr. Roose- 


velt apparently hopes to steady, 
but not, for the time being, to 
stabilize—the 
foreign 
exchange 
value ~ of the dollar. 


Beyond that he hopes td raise 
commodity prices the farmer and 
manufacturer' a profitable return 
on their products. . 


Economists explained that buy- 
Ing gold abroad for dollars' (even 
though through the process of in- 
ternational settlements the metal 
is eventually paid for in com- 
modities) differs but little from 
selling dollars
